NEW YORK, July 8 (AP). — 
Three hundred fifty British refugee 
children arrived unexpectedly on 
the British liner Samaria today—18 
hours after the first contingent of 
71 reached New York on the Scy- 
thia—as volunteer workers speeded 
up a nation-wide child refugee aid 


campaign. 

Most of the newcomers were with 
parents or guardians and most had 
residences arranged. They ranged 
from babies to children of ’teen age, 
the average being about 8. 

The Samaria left Liverpool, with 
about 800 passengers, June 30, only 
30 miles ahead of the Arandora 
Star, the British internment ship 
which was torpedoed. A destroyer 
and a seaplane escorting the Sama- 
ria to sea wheeled unexpectedly 
away to go to the aid of the Aran- 
dora Star. 

Formation of “The National Child 
Refugee Committee” to organize lo- 
cal committees over the country 
and co-ordinate the activities of 
various groups already active, was 
announced shortly before the ship’s 
arrival.

“This might invite, if not precipi- 
tate, our actual participation in the 
European war,” Vandenberg said.

WPA Murals at New York Airport 


Ordered Burned as ‘Communistic’ 


NEW YORK, July 8 (AP).— 
Lieutenant-Colonel Brehon B. Som- 
ervell, New York WPA administra- 
tor, today ordered three of four mu- 
rals recently hung in the adminis- 
tration building at Floyd Bennett 
Field burned, asserting they were 
“obviously Communist murals.” 

The murals, which required more 
than three years to complete, were 
a WPA Federal art project. 

Somervell’s action followed pro- 
tests by several groups who assert- 
ed the murals showed the Wright 
Brothers at Kitty Hawk in Russian 
peasant costumes; a red statue of 
Joseph Stalin with a fallen aviator 
at his feet; a red star instead of 
the correct white star insignia on 
a painting of the United States Na- 
val Reserve hangar at the field, and 
a painting of the Soviet plane which 
flew from Moscow to California sev- 


eral years ago. 


The fourth mural, depicting the 
history of flying, will not be de- 
stroyed, Somervell ruling it was 
free of propaganda faint. 

One artist who assisted in paint- 
ing the murals has already been 
discharged from WPA, he said, for 
refusal to sign an affidavit that he 
was not a member of the Commu- 
nist party or of the Nazi bund. 

Somervell identified him as Au- 
gust Henkle, 59 years old, who had 
been on thé@arts project since Feb. 
24, 1936. Somervell said he was 
checking the history of the mural 
project and that any official or ar- 
tist who took part in the work 
would be dropped from WPA. 

The Women’s International Aero- 
wautic Association, the Flatbush 
Chamber of Commerce and Floyd 
Bennett Post of the American Le- 
gion made complaints about the 
murals.

The tendency to delay the in- 
vasion of Egypt until Italy’s more 
than 100 submarines, supported by 
aircraft, should have destroyed 
much of the British fleet and 
weakened Great Britain’s Mediter- 
ranean sea power, has received a 
setback. With the _ seizure of 
French ships in Portsmouth, Alex- 
andria and Oran, Britain. is strong- 
er in the Mediterranean and the 
Axis Powers are denied what might 
have been a sizable addition to 
their own naval tonnage. 

Italy may be willing, consequent- 
ly, many feel here now, to attack 
Egypt without waiting for naval 
equality, staking all on its air 
force and the experience of desert 
fighting which its soldiery gained 
in Ethiopia. The casualties would 
be multiplied, but the advantages 
of a swift and telling blow at Brit- 
ish prestige throughout the Balkans 
and the Near East might make it 
preferable to strike without await:

CAST BREWERY SALE 
ORDERED BY COURT 


Firm Insolvent, Can’t Be Re- 
organized,:Judge Davis Rules 
in Bankruptcy Suit. 


Liquidation of the Gast Brewery, 
which has been seeking reorgan- 
ization under the amended bank- 
ruptcy law since 1934, was ordered 
today by United States District 
Judge Charles B. Davis, who found 
the company insolvent and said it 
could not be reorganized.

LETTER 10 M'DANIEL 


EXPLAINED BY DOUGLAS: 


Supreme Court Judge Says He 
Indorsed Candidacy as 
Private Citizen. 


State Supreme Court Judge James 
M. Douglas told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that his letter indors- 
ing the candidacy of Excise Com- 
missioner Lawrence McDaniel of St.

Confusion, Sailing Delays, Fog 
Mark Departure of Liner on 
“Last Trip’? Home. 


GALWAY, Ireland, July 8 (AP). 
~The United States Liner Wash- 
ington, making its second and “last 
trip” home from this West Coast 
port with American refugees, was 
headed for New York today with 
1600 passengers. 

After considerable delay in sail- 
ing the ship finally weighed anchor 
at 6:45 a. m. yesterday but then 
was held up by fog in Galway Bay 
and did not leave Irist Waters un- 
til 3 p. m. 

On its previous sailing last 
month, the Washington carried 1768 
passengers, part of them picked 
up at Lisbon and Bordeaux. This 
time the liner came direct to Gal- 
way. 

Much confusion marked the sail- 
ing. A number of trunks were lost. 
Many passengers were without a 
change, of apparel. Most of the 
lost luggage was believed mislaid 
in Auston Station in London. 

There was much- grumbling 
among the passengers, especially 
about the lack of facilities in Gal- 
way after they were rushed there 
far ahead of schedule because of 
reports that the Washington would 
sail Friday night. Many found no 
housing accommodations and no 
ehance of boarding the liner be- 
cause of tidal conditions. The pas- 
Sengers were transported to the 
ship in tenders. 

Considerable arms, including sev- 
eral sawed-off shotguns, were con- 
fiscated from luggage. A dozen as- 
sorted weapons were taken from 
one theatrical troupe. Two shotguns 
were taken from the golf bag of 
one passenger. 

The delay in sailing was caused 
by the difficulty in handling the 
large consignment of baggage and 
the transportation of water to 
the Washington in tenders. Harbor 
rules prohibited the transportation 
of passengers and water on the 
same tender, necessitating many 
shuttle trips. 

Shattered nerves caused many 
mixups. A woman passenger in- 
sisted that Commander Norman 
Hitchcock, naval attache in the 
United States Embassy in London, 
“take my bages to my hotel.” She 
had mistaken the commander for 
a hotel porter. 

Two United States army Majors 
returning aboard the Washington 
were. appealed to by a group of 
passengers who thought they were 
railway employes.

They 
were warned, on applying, that 
they must face “pioneer condi- 
tions.” 

In a questionnaire, applicants 
were asked to “State arguments 
for and against modifying personal 
behavior to the welfare of the 
group”; give amount and use of lei- 
sure “in the last five years”; tell 
“what you think” of Lenin, Mus- 
solini, Wilson, Hoover or Ramsay 
MacDonald; quote a verse, name a 
picture and a piece of music “which 
you admire,” and, significantly, “tell 
a good joke.” 

“Pioneer Conditions” of housing 
and community organization eased 
a little after the first two years 
at Mena, but there was still the 
matter of food. In the Llano Col- 
ony, the co-operative farm had 
been the “economic basis” and pro- 
vided food and some income in ex- 
change for the labor of students 
and teachers. At Mena, leaders had 
to build a new “economic basis.” 

Tuition, donations from those rare 
students or teachers with anything 
to donate, a multitude of small 
gifts, and $3000 contributed by the 
American Fund for Public Service 
permitted extension of the farm to 
320 acres nd purchase of material 
for the necessary buildings. Judi- 
cious clearing of the native pine 
and hard work put much of the 
“campus” under cultivation. 


Other Achievements. 


Truck and farm crops, stock and 
poultry rounded out the food sup- 
ply and provided an occasional sur- 
plus for sale or for staking a 
neighbor in need. 

But there were other things to 
achieve. A power plant put together 
with odds and ends and an old 
Dodge motor, electric lights, a 
power laundry, a print shop and 
what has been described in recent 
years as the most comprehensive 
labor library in the United States 
were put in operation. 

Nobody was exempt from work, 
except that faculty members might 
rearrange hours if they had a rea- 
son good enough to satisfy the in- 
dustrial manager. After four hours’ 
work with the hands and as many 
with the head, students and fac- 
ulty got together in hall or library 
or out under the pines to talk books. 


Commonwealth College’s 17 tur- 
-bulent and precarious years in the 
service of the labor movement sup- 
ported by many St. Louis liberals 
will end Sept. 1. On that date the 
“democracy in overalls” at Mena, 
Ark., where faculty and students 
swapped notes and views and put 


in four hours’ hard work each school 
day to earn their keep, will close. 

Founded by Kate Richards 
O’Hare of St. Louis and W. E. 
Zeuch in 1923 at Llano Colony in 
Louisiana, and removed from the 
co-operative in 1925, the school has 
been as independent as a hog on 
ice, devoted to full and free debate 
of anybody’s opinion and increas- 
ingly ¢lose to its working South- 
ern neighbors. 

Attacks From Right, Left. 

These factors have resulted not 
only in basic perspective for labor- 
ites “too close to the trees,” but 
frequently, in excitement. For one 
thing, the school could not look 
either to conventional philanthropy 
or to any one movement for fi- 
nances, but had to depend on lib- 
erals and labor unions. It has 
been attacked on occasion by one 
or another “radical” group, but its 
major storms have blown from 
quite other quarters, particularly 
since it took a hand in sharecrop- 
per organization. With the support 
not only of Yankee liberals, but 
of its immediate neighbors, it had 
appeared to weather them all until 
the decision to close was announced 
a few days ago. 

“There were many reasons,” said 
Director Nathan Oser, former New 
Jersey farmer, in a circular letter 
to former contributors. The letter 
was on school stationery headed, 
“Education for life in America— 
not education for death on a Eu- 
ropean battlefield.” 

“The people who were support- 
ing us,” Oser wrote, “have been im- 
poverished by long years of depres- 
sion and by the insistent demand of 
other causes. Contributions were 
falling off. And the unions, our 
mainstay, are being so pressed by 
other problems that they cannot 
contribute much to educational 
work. 

“Faced with the necessity of 
drastically curtailing our work, we 
thought it wiser to close and turn 
the equipment over to an organi- 
zation that can better reach masses 
of people.”

STARTING FIRE THAT KILLED 3 


Testifies at Inquest That He Threw 

Match on Rubbish in Chicago

CHICAGO, July 8 (AP).—George 
Wagner, 30 years old, a discharged 
janitor, confessed at an inquest to- 
day that he set the fire in which 
three persons perished yesterday 
on the near North Side.

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MAYOR OF SEATTLE, DIES 


Broke General Strike in 1919 and 
Contended He Had Prevented 
National Revolution. 

LOS ANGELES, July 8 (AP).— 
Ole Hanson, 
Mayor who broke a general strike 
and asserted that thereby he had 
prevented a national revolution, 
died here Saturday. He was 66 

years old. 

After serving two terms in the 
Washington legislature, Hanson 
was elected Mayor of Seattle in 
(1918. The city was flooded with 
war-time prosperity and seething 
with I. W. W. agitation. 

Union leaders called a general 
strike in February, 1919. Hanson 
swore in hundreds of returned sol- 
diers as special officers, equipped 
fire trucks with sandbags and ma- 
chine guns, and dared strikers “to 
do their worst.” Within five days 
the strike collapsed. Hanson later 
said he had averted what had been 
intended as a national bolshevistic 
revolution. 

He had lived in Southern Cali- 
fornia since 1921. He founded the 
ceast city of San Clemented. He 
is survived by his wife and 16 
children.

Camille Chautemps—Vice-Pre- 
mier, wily friend of every com- 
promise liberal, who once at a 
press dinner amazed this corre- 
spondent by his cynical contempt 
for freedom, democracy and the 
French parliamentary regime 
which had brought him, Chau- 
temps, to power. 

Is it surprising, then, that these 
men should at best find nothing 
wrong in pacting with Hitler, to try 
to “spare France”?

One radio broadcast from Berlin 
accuses American newspaper men 
with “British connections” of hav- 
ing made up the Uruguay plot out 
of whole cloth, brands such efforts 
as “shameless,” and asserts that 
they are doomed to failure and 
cannot hope to ‘nterfere with the 
future “fruitful commerciaik rela- 
tions” of Germany with South 
America. 

Adolf Hitler’s paper, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, found it necessary to 
issue what it called “a word of 
warning.” It found the tone of 
the Latin-American press unsatis- 
factory. It reminded the people 
of Latin America that when this 
war was over they were going to 
have to deal with German-con- 
trolled Europe, organized by Ger- 
many for the control of its com- 
mercial activities. Germany, said 
Voelkischer Beobachter, would nev- 
er forget where in its hour of trial 
it had found sympathy and co-op- 
eration, and where it had found 
opposition and enmity. 


Nazi Interference. 

It may seem quite a jump from 
Uruguay to Yugoslavia, but along- 
side of these remarks should be 
placed an article in Boersen Zeit- 
ung which, in discussing what it 
calls the desire of the Yugoslav 
Government to co-operate with Ger- 
many in future, points out that the 
Minister of Education is not a satis- 
factory person from the German 
viewpoint. 

One requires little imagination to 
foresee similar German observation 
a little .ater on regarding the per- 
sonnel of Latin-American cabinets 
in countries where these “fruitful 
commercial relations” have been 
‘firmly established.

Uruguay fiasco of course emphe- 


sizes its importance; it is quite 
clear that only the most energetic 
action on the part of the United 
States, the Brazilian and the Uru 
fFuayan governments acting in con- 
cert prevented a Nazi coup in a 
country situated at the mouth of 
the La Plata River and command- 
ing access to the city of Buenos 
Aires. It is from this region (Uru- 
guay and Argentina) that Germany 
normally gets about four-fifths of 
its imports of cereals. 

Warning for Americas. 

Once a Nazi coup had succeeded 
and had established a government 
in being, its expulsion might have 
necessitated invasion of the soil of 
Uruguay by its neighbors, which 
would have embittered all Pan- 
American relations—perhaps fatally 
—on the eve of the new Pan-Amer- 
ican conference in Havana. What- 
ever patriotic Uruguayans might 
have thought of the new adminis- 
tration, they could never have wel- 


‘comed a foreign invasion of their 


soil, and’ had we borne any part 
in such an operation, one may be 
sure that Nazi and Fascist propa- 
gandists would have made the most 
of it from the Rio Grande to Cape 
Horn. 

The fact of the Nazi coup would 
have been forgotten much sooner 
than the fact of a “Yanqui” inva- 
sion of a sister republic. 

That this matter has ended well 
is a tribute to those who serve us 
in South America; but the baffled 
German fury is a warning that Ger- 
many is not forgetting the day to 
come when the war will be over and 
when Germany will again be seek- 
ing the markets, the foodstuffs and 
the raw materials of the great con-

Maj. Eliot, one of the best informed of these, says 
that we have no right to allocate a disproportionate 
share of our national resources to a great citizen 
army if we can foresee no practical use for it. He 
goes farther than that. He says that under such 
circumstances to set up a gigantic army would be 
dangerous, an “almost certain prelude to disaster.” 

Such an army would not only sap resources—and 
it has been estimated that about 12,000,000 men 
would receive training under the universal service 
bill proposed by Col. Julius Ochs Adler of the New 
York Times. An army of that kind, as Maj. Eliot 
says, would give the country a false sense of secur- 
ity. The spectacle of great numbers of men in 
training and under arms would inevitably produce 
an utterly baseless feeling of safety. 

This false security would be purchased at a stag- 
gering cost—how staggering no one can say defi- 
nitely. If Congress follows Col. Adler, 2,000,000 men 
would be kept under training as long as the “emer- 
gency’ lasts. They would be trained for eight months 
at an estimated cost of $400 to $600 each. 

If the training continued through the proposed 
four-year life of the plan, there would be six eight- 
month groups, or a total of 12,000,000 men, trained 
at a cost of at least §4,800,000,000! This is boon- 
doggling with national safety, It makes the early 
WPA leaf-raking look useful by comparison. 

Our first need in defense is to arm and equip the 
military forces which we now have; that obviously 
should come before great expansion in the personnel 
itself. How poorly equipped our National Guard is 
Walter Davenport of Colliers’ tells in an article in 
the Mirror of Public opinion today.

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WHY THIS DISCRIMINATION? 

It will come as a matter of profound regret to 
Americans generally, we believe, that our immigra- 
tion laws should discriminate against the more 
needy children among the refugees from Europe. 
Hospitality should be free and open-armed, with no 
questions asked as to financial rating of the chil- 
dren’s parents. 

If the law says that children whose way is paid 
by a foreign government cannot be landed, that sit- 
uation is easily remedied, We have in this country 
the means and the willingness to organize groups 
for the express purpose of raising the money needed 
to bring children, without regard to class or social] 
distinction, to refuge on our shores.

A Billion Dollars and Two Years’ Time N Seded

Militia is 60 per cent of nation’s protective force, but it is under- 
armed, ill equipped and insufficiently trained, writer asserts; has 
fewer mechanized weapons than Holland had; divisions are “tied to 
ground,” so poorly motorized they can’t maneuver, army chief says.

OWN Main street again comes the 

National Guard. They’re pale, perhaps,

| Suddenly they're men. That queer some-

|form’s on has straightened their backs and 
squared their shoulders.

He’s less prepared than his old man, who 
marched off like this in 1917. Almost half 
a million like the old man went off 
then in the National Guara.

Administration to Ask Demo- 
crats to Put Such Plank in 
Platform.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP).— 
Administration farm leaders indi- 
cated today they would ask the 
Democratic national convention to 
adopt an agricultural plank broad 
enough to cover governmental fix- 
ing of farm prices if economic de- 


velopments should interfere with 


present crop programs. 
Such a plank would be in sharp 
issue with the Republican platform. 


The Republicans favored continu- 
ing all present farm subsidy pro- 
grams with governmental crop con- 
trol features removed. Price-fix- 
ing, on the other hand, would in- 
volve greater governmental con- 
trol. 

Aids said Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace would appear before 
the Democratic Platform Commit- 
tee at Chicago to ask for party in- 
dorsement of present agricultural 
policies. Since the 1936 convention, 
Congress has voted the Agricultur- 
al Department broad powers to fm- 
pose marketing quotas on major 
crops and to assess penalties 
against violators. 

While Wallace often has ex- 

pressed opposition to Governmental 
price-fixing, associates said devel- 
opments arising from the European 
war had convinced him that the 
Government should be in a posi- 
tion to adopt rigid price controls 
if necessary to prevent collapse in 
markets. 
Wallace turned to such a device 
when wheat prices recently tumbled 
more than 30 cents a bushel. He 
asked the grain markets to peg 
prices until European war factors 
causing the break subsided. 

With American farmers confront- 
ed by dwindling foreign markets 
and accumulating surpluses, he is 
expected to ask the Democrats to 
pledge greater efforjs to increase 
consumption among the needy. Such 
a plank, Agriculture Depart.nent of- 
ficials said, might involve extension 
of the stamp plan of distributing 
surpluses on a nation-wide basis. 
Such greater appropriations would 
be needed for such a program. 

Associates. said Wallace might 
ask the Democrats to advocate 
measures which would make pres- 
ent farm programs more nearly 
self-financing. He personally has 
favored re-enactment of processing 
taxes which were invalidated by a 
Supreme Court decision in 1936. 
The Republican platform was si- 
lent on the financing of subsidy 
payments. 

Wallace also is expected to urge 
Democratic commitment to a pro- 
gram which would help Latin- 
American countries develop pro- 
duction of rubber and other non- 
competitive agricultural products 
needed in this country. Admini- 
istration efforts to obtain Federa) 
funds for such a program have been 
unavailing.

No matter what, however, I be- 
lieve the United States will have 
time to prepare—if it only will— 
for any eventuality, and to profit— 
if it only will—from the lessons of 
totalitarian war as it has been 
waged thus far. 

Toward this end, I can only pass 
om some of my personal observa- 
tions from which I believe such 
lessons can be drawn: 


Machines Against Men. 


In the first place, this is a war 
of machines against men. 

Germany, by reducing its cit- 
izenry to the slave labor I have 
mentioned, succeeded in producing 
machines—tanks by the thousands, 
planes by the tens of thousands— 
sufficient to outnumber the French 
machines five to one, often 10 to 
one. 

The result? Thanks to this 
mechanical superiority, Germany 
triumphed over France in 35 days 
with casualties of less than,500,000 
as compared with France’s 1,500,- 
000—though Germany, not France, 
was on the offense. 

The Belgians, Dutch and French 
were utterly unable to cope with 
the hordes of heavy tanks which 
the Nazis poured into the field. The 
Allies didn’t have tanks of their 
own to match such a force; they 
didn’t have anti-tank guns in suf- 
ficient numbers or of sufficient 
power to halt them, and they didn’t 
develop other means of stopping 
them. 

Not only tanks and effective anti- 


only by other motorcyclists, just as 
cavalry once could be fought only 
with other cavalry. 

Training of Youths. 

The Nazis trained their cyclists 
as boys. Such training of Amer- 
ican youth is essential. 

Similarly, I have told how Ger- 
many was able to recruit, from 
youths trained for years in flying, 
gliding and parachute-jumping, the 
swarms of bombers and parachut- 
ists who have played such an im- 
portant part in the total war. 

Similar development of young 
American flyers also is essential, 
as is the further expansion of both 
military and commercial aviation 
as a vital part of this country’s 
defense. ; 

Lastly, the refugee problem was 
a serious factor in France’s down- 
fall—with refugees clogging the 
roads, spreading the Nazi terror 
and otherwise impeding defense. 

This country must shape at once 
complete plans for air raid de- 
fenses, for sheltering its popula- 
tion against bombardment and for 
evacuating. whole areas in the 
event of emergencies. 

Such plans, in my opinion, should 
be shaped not only by the nation 
but by every state, every country, 
every city, every community.

Hitler Idea Questioned. 

One may, of course, take some 
issue with the theory expressed by 
Hitler’s paper that the future com- 
mercial intercourse between Ger- 
many and South America will be 
regulated on the buyer’s terms. This 
would be all very well were there 
open to Germany and its presumed 
European satellites some other 
available source of foodstuffs (and 
especially cereals and meats) in 
bulk; but there is not. Famine will 
stalk through Europe this winter. 
Normal sources of supply in Europe 
itself have been greatly impaired by 
war and mobilization. Russia is 
having a famine of its own. Re- 
serve stocks of some food products 
were badly damaged by severe cold 


last winter. 

If the war ends this year, Ger- 
many’s immediate and pressing 
need is going to be food from the 
Americas. To say that it will take 
that food only on such terms as it 
chooses to dictate is hardly justi- 
fied by such facts as can be fore- 
seen. It will be a seller’s rather 
than a buyer’s control which will 
govern that interchange. 

A starving Germany must feed 
her people at any price, and given 
military security, it should be quite 
possible for an American export 
cartel to deal with this situation on 
reasonable terms—terms which do 
not include those features which 
have made previous commercial] re- 
lations with Germany the instru- 
ments for political penetration, 

The longer the war lasts the 
longer the British blockade denies 
Germany access to the sea-lanes, 
the more this state of affairs will 
be accentuated. 


Azores and Defense. 

The only way in which Germany 
could overcome this condition would 
be by force; by securing such loca! 
control of the source of supply as 
it sought to secure in Uruguay, and 
also by securing control of the sea 
communications over which the 
foodstuffs must move from South 


American to German ports. Hence 
the need for eternal vigilance on the 
part of our neighbors and ourselves 
of concerted action in mutual de- 
fense if need be, and of assuring 
our naval dominance of the At- 
lantic. 

The latter is not only a matter 
of ships and airplanes, but of bases; 
and while one may agree with Sec- 
retary of War Stimson that New- 
foundland, Eastern Canada, Ber- 
muda and Puerto Rico form one 
outpost line which we must con- 
trol, there is another such line 
which requires our attention and 
that is the line Newfoundland-the 
Azores-Madeira-West Africa. It is 
pernicious to think of such lines 
in the sense of walls behind which 
we can sleep in safety; this defen- 
sive idea, the Maginot complex, was 
the ruin of France and has come 
near being the ruin of Great Brit- 
ain. But it is certainly true that 
our naval vessels and patrol avia- 
tion, operating from the outpost 
line mentioned, control all move- 
ment from the European Continent 
toward South America and _ the 
Caribbean Sea, at a distance from 
our own ‘shores which places the 


latter quite out of reach of hostile 
enterprise. | 

Hence we are directly con- 
cerned with the German advance to 
the Spanish frontier and with the 
rumors that German-Spanish rela- 
tions are taking a turn which may 
prove a menace to the security of 
Portugal—the present owner of the 
Azores, of Madeira, and of the 
Cape Verde Islands off the western 
bulge of Africa. 


Possible U. S. Action. 


German troops and material can 
now pour directly into Spain, Ger- 
man U-boats are reported operating 
from Spanish ports. If Portugal 
were menaced, if there came any 
suggestion that either Germany or 
a Fascist-dominated Portuguese 
Government might gain control of 
the Atlantic islands, the time would 
have arrived for the United States 
to act. This ought to be made quite 
clear to Berlin. Indeed, it is al- 
ways easier—as in the Uruguayan 
instance, and as was shown in 
Norway—to anticipate such moves 
by moves of one’s own than to ex- 
pel afterward such masters of ex- 
ploitation as the Germans have 
shown themselves,

Time Important. 

The point is that time is of the 
first importance, a fact which the 
Germans well understand; and that 
while we labor at home to provide 
the instruments for our defense, it 
will be worth our while to give some 
thought to the bases from which, in 
situations easily foreseeable, those 
instruments may have to be oper- 
ated; bases which, if we do not take 
timely and resolute action, may fall 
into the wrong hands and be used 
against us. Difficult as it will be to 
persuade the American people their 
vital interests lie so far afield, it is 
to be hoped that the object lessons 
of the last few months have not 
been wholly lost.

Retired Farmer Killed on Porch 
of Son-in-Law, New

As counsel for the National Small 
Business Men’s Association, Tiffany 
had participated in a campaign 
against Communists and “fifth 
in Government office, 
he told police. 

Authorities considered this possi- 
bility but also advanced the theory 
the assailant had erred to the ex- 
tent of firing into the wrong house. 
The Tiffany home, a large brick 
dwelling, is in an exclusive resi- 
dential section of Montclair. | 

When the family retired at 10 p. 
m. aSturday, Ely remained in the 
sun porch playing solitaire. During 
the night, Mrs. Tiffany told police, 
she was awakened by what she 
concluded was an automobile back- 
fire. 

The next morning a maid found 
Ely’s body, still seated by a win- 
dow, cards spread on the table be- 
fore him. A police surgeon said he 
had been dead several hours. 

Neither the weapon nor any sub- 
stantial clew was found, but a po- 
lice ballistics report to be returned 
today was expected to show what 
type of weapon was used.

The total for 1937 was $10,569,000,- 
000 and for 1936, $9,915,000,000. 

Gross income includes cash in- 
come from sale of farm products 
during the calendar year, the value 
at average prices of products re- 
tained for ,.home consumption, and 
Government payments to farmers. 

Cash income from marketing’ in 
1939, the bureau said, amounted to 
$7,733,000,000, compared with §$7,- 
590,000,000 in 1938, an increase of 
about 2 per cent. The value of 
products retained for home con- 
sumption declined from $1,290,000,-

One and one-half cups sifted 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
third cup shortening, six table- 
spoons milk, one egg, well beaten, 
one-fourth cup butter, two-thirds 
cup red raspberry jam, one-third 
cup chopped nut meats, cinnamon, 
one tablespoon w er. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift, 
again. Cut in shortening. Com- 
bine milk and egg, add all at once 
to flour, and mix to soft dough. 
Turn out on slightly floured board 
and knead 30 seconds. Roll one- 
eighth inch thick. Cream together 
butter and jam; spread one-half 
of the mixture over dough, and 
sprinkle with nuts and cinnamon. 
Roll as for jefly roll. 

Cut in one-inch slices. Combine 
remaining jam mixture and water 
in greased pan, 8x8x2 inches. Place 
rolls in pan, cut-side down. Bake 
in hot oven (425 degrees Fahren- 
heit) 15 minutes; deeerease heat 
to moderate (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit) and bake 15 to 20 minutes 
longer. Remove from pan at once, 
Yield: 12 pinwheels.

1. North bid vigorously, but the 
six spade contract itself was cer- 
tainly justified.

Unfortunately, this squeeze can 
be broken up by a very fine de- 
fense on West's part. At the point 
where he is given the diamond 
king, the immediate return of the 
diamond 10 will prematurely re- 
move declarer’s entry and will 
take all pressure off East. 

Whether an expert in the West 
position would have the vision for 
this diamond return, or whether an 
expert declarer would successfully 
execute the squeeze if that return 
was not made, are questions that I 
am not prepared to answer.

LORIFYING the modest ham- 
(5 bureer is certainly a worth- 

while pastime for the home- 
maker, for this form of meat is 
just as good as it is economical, 
and the whole family likes it. If 
you doubt it, just watch how often 
Junior will order “hamburger on 
a bun” when he gets a quarter for 
lunch money to eat away from 
home. Salisbury steak is probably 
the highest form of glorified ham- 
burger. It not only tastes like 
beefsteak, as all good hamburger 
should if the meat is _ freshly 
ground and pure beef; it looks like 
beefsteak, too! Here’s a form of 
hamburger to set before guests 
without apology—and fun to fix, 
too: 
Salisbury Steak (Cost about 35c). 


One and one-half pounds ground 
beef, chuck or rump; One and one- 
quarter teaspoons salt, pepper to 
suit taste, two teaspoons grated 
onion, one egg, beaten, and melted 
butter. 

Purchase meat in the piece and 
have it ground once. Combine all 
ingredients except butter, mixing 
thoroughly but lightly. On a but- 
tered shallow baking pan, mold the 
meat into the shape of a sirloin or 
porterhouse steak, making it about 
one and one-quarter inches thick, 
and pushing edges up so they will 
be square, like a steak. Brush top 
and sides with melted butter and 
place in broiler about two and 
one-half inches below the source of 
heat. Broil until golden brown; 
then transfer to a moderate oven 
(325 degrees F.) to finish cooking, 
which wil] take about 25 minutes 
longer. Brush with butter once or 


twice during baking. Serve with 
tomato sauce if desired, or with 
more melted butter. Serves five. 

If meat mixture seems to be 
quite dry, add about one-quarter 
cup cold water or tomato juice and 
mix well before shaping.

Stone Cases

46448 THERE ANY method of 

| cissoiving kidney stones and 

gallstones without an opera- 
tion?” 

This age-old inquiry, which is re- 
peated by thousands of human be- 
ings a year, has always heretofore 
been answered by doctors with «a 
contemptuous “No.” Lately, how- 
ever, there seems to be a change 
of mind taking place. 

The relation of diet to kidney 
stones is very suggestive. Certain 
geographical areas have long been 
known as stone areas—lower Egypt, 
India and in this country Southern 
Florida and Southern California. 
The tendency in these regions is 
to eat a vegetable diet and to spare 
meats and fats, cutting off many 
vitamins. Higgins has produced 
stones in the kidneys experimental- 
ly in rats on a diet deficient in 
Vitamin A. 

In countries where education in 
nutrition has received attention, it 
can be shown statistically that 
there is a marked reduction in the 
incidence of bladder stone. The 
figures of Thompson in England for 
the last two decades of the nine- 
teenth century, as contrasted with 
those of Joly from 1915 to 1931 
show that there was only a fourth 
as many cases seen in the later pe- 
r.ods. Desnos and Minet have shown 
the same thing in France. In Rus 
sia, on the contrary, where stand- 
ards of living are low, the incidence 
of bladder stone in children is still 
high. 

Twenty-one patients are reported 
from a large American clinic, who 
had “complete solution” of their 
kidney stones after being. put on a 
course of treatment which included 
clearing up any infection in the kid- 
neys, and maintains an acid-asn 
diet with a high Vitamin A con- 
tent. The diet prescribed for those 
who have had surgical removal of 
stones has prevented recurrence. 
The acid-ash diet prevents the pre- 
cipitation in the kidney pelvis of 
alkaline salts from which stones are 
formed. An acid-ash diet contains 
bread, corn, eggs, fish, meat, oat- 
meal and prunes.

THE UNDERWEIGHT person is 
thin for the simple reason that he 
does not know the meaning of the 
word appetite.
